Recognized as one of the most successful owners 
in the NBA. Pistons Managing Partner William 
Davidson can be credited for a majority of the suc- 
cess the organization now enjoys. Detroit’s 1989 
and 1990 World Championships can be directly 
attributed to Davidson, the club’s majority owner 
since 1974 and under Davidson’s direction, the Pis- 
tons have been considered one of league’s elite fran- 
chises for the last five years. 

The future of the organization has never looked 
brighter, With the recent purchase of The New Pine 
Knob, Arena Associates (Davidson's company) now 
has the ability to bring summer entertainment to its 
clientele. In 1988-89, the Pistons began play in The 
Palace of Auburn Hills, a state-of-the-art arena built 
with Davidson's financial support. Also under 
Davidson’s supervision, is the construction of anew 
outdoor theatre, The Palace Gardens, which will 
bring the very best in summer concerts to the area. 

The Pistons are coming off the five most suc- 
cessful seasons in the history of the franchise.For 
the first time in the last four years, the Pistons did not 
advance to the NBA Finals and did not finish first in 
the central division, The team did, however, win 50 
games during the regular season. The Pistons are 
the only team, along with the Los Angeles Lakers, to 
win 50+ games over the las three seasons, 

Davidson acquired the Detroit Pistons in 1974 
from the late Fred Zollner, the man who founded 
the team in Fort Wayne in the 1940's and moved 
the franchise to Detroit before the 1957-58 season. 


Interested in a wide variety of sports, Davidson 
is one of the most knowledgeable heads of an NBA 
franchise. He can usually be found sitting courtside 
at all Pistons home games, and has studied the talents 
and abilities of players and coaches in the league 
and is able to make some very astute observations. 

The Pistons’ majority owner likes success and 
has known it in his business interests. That's why 
now, the success of the Detroit Pistons comes as no 
surprise to those who are aware of Davidson’s abil- 
ity to manage people. His secret is simple: Hire com- 
petent managers and place the responsibility with 
them. 

Educated in Business Law, Davidson received 
a Bachelor’s Degree in Business Administration 
from the University of Michigan and earned a Juris 
Doctor’s Degree from Wayne State University. 

After three years, Davidson gave up his law prac- 
tice to take over a wholesale drug company. He res- 
cued it from bankruptcy and turned it around in three 
years. After this success, he did the same with a sur- 
gical supply company. The next step was to take over 
the Guardian Glass Company, the family business, 
pay off all debts and head it into the profitable direc- 
tion the company now enjoys. Today, Guardian Indus- 
tries remains the flagship of his business interests. 

Davidson expects his previous track record to 
help pave the way for the Pistons, The Palace and 
The New Pine Knob. He hopes his formula for suc- 
cess, which turned the Pistons around and made The 
Palace one of the top arenas in the world, will carry 
over into The New Pine Knob undertaking. 

Davidson’s management talents are continually 
on display in NBA circles, where he is active on the 
player relations and finance committees. He was a 
member of the committee which selected former 
NBA Commissioner Lawrence O’Brien in 1975. 
Davidson is also active in many community and 
charitable affairs. 

The athletic interests of William Davidson date 
back many years and have continued alongside his 
business career, He was a high school and college 
trackman and played freshman football in the Navy 
during World War II. Davidson was an inaugural 
inductee into the Jewish Sports Hall of Fame. 

The Detroit Pistons ownership group includes 
Legal Counsel Oscar Feldman, and Advisory Board 
Members Warten Colville, Ted Ewald, Milt Dresner, 
Bud Gerson, Dorothy Gerson, David Mondry

Chuck Daly has taken his place in Detroit Pistons 
franchise history as well as NBA history. For the 
NBA, Daly is only the third coach in history to 
record back-to-back world championships. For the 
Pistons, Daly is the most successful coach in the 
team’s 32 years of existence. 

Before he came to Detroit in 1983, the Pistons 
had never recorded back-to-back winning seasons. 
All that has changed in Daly’s eight years, as the 
Pistons have not had a losing season since and have 
made the playoffs in each season of his tenure. 

In 1991, Daly guided the Pistons to a third 
straight 50 win season and a berth in the Eastern 
Conference Finals. Daly, with a 69-39 record. is 
second on the list of winningest active coaches in the 
playoffs behind New York’s Pat Riley. 

In 1990, the Pistons set the top two winning 
streaks in franchise history. During the months of 
January, February and March the Pistons won 13 
games and then 12 in a row with only one loss in 
between. The 25-] streak was the third best in the 
history of the NBA and lasted from January 23 
through March 21. 

The Pistons have now enjoyed the five best sea- 
sons in the clubs history under Daly's direction 
(1987, *88,°89.°90 and *91). During Daly’s term as 
head coach, the Pistons have won three Eastern Con- 
ference titles, three central division uvles and two 
World Championships. Prior to his arrival, the Pis- 
tons had never won a central division title. His eight 
year regular season record with Detroit now stands 
at 419-247, 

On February 15, 1991, the USA Basketball com- 
mittee announced that Daly would be the coach of 
the 1992 USA Olympic men’s basketball team. 

“T've had a lot of good things happen to me in 
basketball,” Daly said. “We won two NBA Titles 
and J went to the Final Four as an assistant, But this 
honor (Olympics) is right up there. It’s something 
you don’t dream will ever happen to you.” 

The 1992 Olympics mark the first time that pro- 
fessional players will be allowed to compete. 

“It's the ultimate challenge in that you're assem- 
bling a team of the greatest basketball talent ever,” 
Daly said of how a decision will be made on the 
team. “I expect to come back from Barcelona with 
the gold medal.” 

Daly was named the head coach of the Pistons on 
May 17, 1983 replacing Scotty Robertson. In his 
first season with the club in 1983-84, Daly improved 
their record by 12 games, as the Pistons finished 
with a 49-33 mark and a post season appearance. 


Then in the next two campaigns, the team finished 
with 46-36 records and post-season appearances. 
The Pistons went on to enjoy the most successful 
seasons in the history of the franchise in Daly's 
fourth, fifth, sixth, seventh and eighth seasons. 

His more than 30 years of success at all levels of 
coaching easily carried over into his Pistons position. 
Prior to joining the Pistons, Daly spent four-plus 
season as an assistant to Billy Cunningham and the 
Philadelphia 76ers. The Sixers were 236-104 in reg- 
ular-season play during those four-plus years, win- 
ning two division titles and finishing second twice. 
The Sixers also logged a 32-21 playoff record in 
the four seasons before he departed for the Cleveland 
Cavaliers’ head coaching job. Daly was regarded 
by the Sixers as especially adept at setting up offens- 
es and defenses for particular opponents. 

In Daly's six seasons (1971-77) as the head coach 
of the University of Pennsylvania, his teams won 
four Ivy League titles and were runners-up twice. 
Penn won three Big Fiver Championships outright 
and tied for another under Daly's supervision, while 
compiling an overall record of 125-38 (.744 per- 
centage) and won 20 of 25 Big Five Titles (.800 
percentage). In his first season as the Penn head 
coach, he led the Quakers to a 25-3 record, a No. 3 
ranking nationally and first place in the Eastern Col- 
legiate Athletic Conference (ECAC). Daly led Penn 
to more NCAA berths and Big Five titles than any 
other head coach at Penn. 

Daly was the head coach at Boston College for 
two seasons (1969-71) with a 26-26 record. He had 
served as an assistant at Duke for seven years (1963- 
69), first as freshman coach and then four years as 
the varsity assistant coach. 

A graduate of Bloomsburg University, after start- 
ing his collegiate career at St. Bonaventure, Daly 
earned a Master's Degree at Penn State and began his 
coaching career at Punxsutawney High School. 

Daly, a native of Kane, Pennsylvania, has 
become a very popular speaker on the banquet cir- 
cuit and has numerous endorsements with sponsors, 
He is the co-host of the very popular television show 
“The Chuck and Bernie Show™ with local sports 
personality Bernie Smilovitz. He loves to spend his 
time on the golf course during the summer and also 
enjoys mystery novels. 

Chuck, and his wife Terry, reside in West Bloom- 
field. they have one daughter, Cydney, a Penn State 
graduate who works for Revlon.

Building from the ground up and making some- 
thing out of nothing is one of the most difficult 
things in life to do, But for the past 13 season, that 
is exactly what Detroit Pistons General Manager, 
Jack McCloskey, has been doing. His keen basket- 
ball knowledge has built the Pistons into one of the 
elite franchises in the NBA with a solid “new” tra- 
dition, 

Known throughout the NBA as “Trader Jack”, 
McCloskey has the unique ability to make a trade 
and then have the involved player make an imme- 
diate contribution to the team. In 1988-89, his acqui- 
sition of Mark Aguirre added to his reputation, as the 
Pistons finished with a 45-8 record and won their 
first World Championship. Also, take into consid- 
eration his signing of three seasoned veterans for 
the Pistons 1989-90 Championship bench, and one 
can see why McCloskey is known as one of the best 
in the league. 

When the Pistons needed an astute basketball 
mind to direct the on-court fortunes of the club, 
Managing Partner William Davidson appointed 
NBA veteran McCloskey as General Manager on 
December | 1, 1979. Over those past eleven years, 
McCloskey’s sometimes risky but effective trades 
have often been the talk of the league. 

At the time of his arrival, Davidson called 
McCloskey’s addition, “a positive step in the build- 
ing of our franchise to an NBA Championship level.” 
Since that statement, the Pistons have won two 
World Championships, three Eastern Conference 
titles and three Central Division crowns all a direct 
result of McCloskey’s tirelessness and endless hours 
of hard work. 

In each of the last five seasons, McCloskey has 
been mentioned among the top Executives of the 
Year in the league. With his ability to select top- 
notch collegiate talent through the NBA draft in 
addition to trades, McCloskey has been able to keep 
the Pistons ahead in the race to the NBA Title. 
McCloskey’s duties include authority over all bas- 
ketball-playing aspects of the Pistons organization 
including coaching, player personnel, all scouting 
and trades. 

A native of Mahoney City, PA, McCloskey came 
to the Pistons from the Indiana Pacers where he was 
serving as an assistant to Head Coach Bob Leonard 
during the 1979-80 season, Previously, he assisted 
Jerry West, now General Manager of the Los Ange- 
les Lakers, for three seasons. In his tenure with the 
Lakers, he served as the offensive coordinator for 


two seasons and defensive coordinator for a season, 
and the Lakers bounced back from two losing sea- 
sons with three winning campaigns. 

Upon joining the Pistons, McCloskey, a 1948 
graduate of the University of Pennsylvania, had 23 
years of playing and coaching experience behind 
him. During his playing days, he was an acknowl- 
edged all-around athlete, participating in basketball 
and football at Penn. He then played eight years in 
the American and Eastern Basketball League. His 
career also included a brief stint in the NBA and 
four years of professional baseball in the Philadelphia 
A’s organization, McCloskey and diminutive guard, 
Charlie Criss, are in the history books as the Eastern 
League's only two-time MVP’s. 

McCloskey began his coaching career in 1956, 
by returning to Penn and inheriting a 7-19 team. He 
turned the team around, going 13-12 and 12-14 and 
then recording seven straight winning seasons with 
Ivy League first division finishes annually. In his 
final season, McCloskey led the 1965-66 Penn team 
to a 19-6 campaign, the most wins since 1954-55, 
and captured the Ivy League Title. His teams were 
87-53 in Ivy League play and won the Philadelphia 
Big Five Title in 1963, on their way to a 146-105 
overall record in ten seasons. 

McCloskey’s next step was to transform a lowly 
Wake Forest team into an Atlantic Coast Confer- 
ence contender. After a 14-39 mark in his first two 
seasons as the Deacons head coach, he followed 
with four successful seasons in the rugged ACC, 
With assistants Billy Packer and the late Neil John- 
ston, scoring ace for the old Warriors, McCloskey 
compiled a 56-50 record before moving to the NBA. 

His next chore was the take over the expansion 
Portland Trailblazers in 1972-73 for two building 
seasons. The Pacific Division team was an eventu- 
al NBA Champion and ironically was the Pistons 
opponent during the 1989-90 Championship Series, 

Jack and wife Leslie make their home in West 
Bloomfield. Jack was a 1981 inductee into the Jerry 
Wolman Chapter of the Pennsylvania Sports Hall 
of Fame. One of the top senior tennis players in the 
state, Jack was won several tournaments. In 1991, he 
was a gold medalist in the Senior Olympics for 3-on- 
3 basketball. Also in *91, McCloskey was induct- 
ed into the Philadelphia Sports Hall of Fame. 
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Brendan Malone 


Assistant Coach 


Brendan Malone, a 20-year coaching veteran, 
begins his 4th season as an assistant to Chuck Daly, 
completing one of the most successful triumvirates 
in the NBA, 

Malone, one of the most well-liked men in the 
NBA, replaced Ron Rothstein in 1988 when Roth- 
stein took over head coaching responsibilities for the 
Miami Heat. Malone's duties for the Pistons include 
advance scouting of all opponents, game and prac- 
tice responsibilities and player development, 

He is considered an excellent basketball man 
and very knowledgeable concerning the technical 
aspects of the NBA. Malone is an outstanding teach- 
er and is entrusted with job of advising players on 
shooting, rebounding and developing their skills, 

Before joining the Pistons, Malone was an assis- 
tant coach and scout for the New York Knicks under 
Hubie Brown. His duties with the Knicks were sim- 
ilar to his current duties. With the Knicks Malone 
learned discipline and how to be one of the most 
prepared men in the NBA. 

Malone joined the Knickerbockers in 1986, fol- 
lowing a two-year stint as the head coach at the Uni-

Beginning his third 
season as top assistant 
for Chuck Daly and the 
Detroit Pistons is 12-year 
NBA veteran, Brendan 
Suhr. 

Suhr joined the Pis- 
tons in January of the 
1988-89 season when 
then top assistant. Dick Versace, left to take over 
the head coaching duties for the Indiana Pacers. 
With the Pistons, Suhr had won two Eastern Con- 
ference titles and two World Championships. 

Suhr is considered one of the top technicians in 
the game and specializes in designing offenses and 
defenses that will neutralize Pistons opponents. He 
is one of the best teachers in the league and will be 
on the bench for every game with duties that include 
practice and game coaching as well as advance 
scouting. He also runs the Pistons rookie/free agent 
camps during the summer and has a big role in devel- 
oping young talent. 

Before joining Chuck Daly’s staff, Suhr served 
ais Assistant General Manager and Director of Scout- 


versity of Rhode Island, 
beginning in 1984. 

Prior to coaching at 
Rhode Island, Malone 
Was an assistant coach 
under Jim Boeheim at 
Syracuse University for 
six seasons. From 1978 

through 1984, the Orange- 
men posted a record of 134-52 (72 percent) and made 
three NCAA Tournament appearances. 

He began his coaching career at Power Memorial 
Academy in New York City where he remained for 
10 successful seasons. In Malone's final six seasons 
at Power Memorial, his teams won a pair of City 
Championships, and he was a three-time new York 
City “Coach of the Year.” 

Malone played high school basketball at Rice High 
School in New York City and then in college at Iona 
University. Malone went on to ear his Master's Degree 
in Physical Education at New York University, He and 
his wife, Maureen, reside in Birmingham and have six 
children. 


ing for the Atlanta Hawks. He joined the Hawks in 
the 1979-80 season as an assistant coach and held 
that position for nine consecutive NBA seasons 
before being appointed Asst. General Manager in 
July of 1988. 

In college, Suhr was a standout guard and led his 
Montclair State team to two NCAA Tournament 
berths. As a senior, he was named team captain and 
most valuable player. Also as a senior, he led his team 
in assists and was second in the nation in free throw 
percentage. 

After graduation, Brendan spent one season as an 
assistant at the University of Detroit before moy- 
ing to Fairfield University (CT). At Fairfield he 
earned his Masters Degree in Educational Admin- 
istration in 1979, Six years of college coaching saw 
his teams compile a 106-57 cumulative record and 
a berth in the 1978 NIT Tournament for Fairfield. 

Suhr and his wife, Brenda, have two children, 
Christina and Brendan Kelly (B.K.) and make their 
home in the Rochester area. Brendan is one of the 
NBA’s most dedicated distance runners and spends 
much of his time in the off season with basketball 
camps and clinics, 


Will Robinson 


Administrative Assistant to the General Manager 


Will Robinson has dedicated his life to the sport 
of basketball. Recently, the game has been returning 
the favor as the Robinson legacy continues. 

Receiving his second Championship ring in 1990, 
Robinson has truly reached the pinnacle of the sport 
that has been his life for over 50 years. Currently, 
Robinson is the right hand man to General Manag- 
er, Jack McCloskey with duties that include scout- 
ing, special assignments for the basketball staff and 
director of the Pistons’ Training Camp. 

It was through his efforts, along with scout Stan 
Novak, that the Detroit Pistons built a team that 
would become only the third in history to repeat as 
World Champions. He had enough insight to see 
talent in the likes of Dennis Rodman, Joe Dumars 
and John Salley and convinced McCloskey to make 
them Pistons. 

In the spring of 1982, Robinson was inducted 
into the Michigan Sports Hall of Fame, marking the 
supreme honor in the state where he enjoyed the 
majority of his coaching success. 

Robinson enjoyed success at Detroit Miller High 
School where his 1947 team won the city champi- 
onship over St. Joseph’s High School. The game 
drew 16,249 to Olympia Stadium, a State of Michi- 
gan attendance mark until the Pistons moved to the 
Pontiac Silverdome in 1978. 

Moving to Pershing High School, Robinson 
brought successful basketball with him, as his 
teams racked up several championships and won at 


Stan Novak 


Director of Scouting 


With over 40 years of pro basketball experience 
behind him, Stan Novak enters his 12th season as the 
Pistons’ Director of Scouting. 

Novak's knowledge of basketball, along with 
his keen ability to assess talent, has helped the Pis- 
(ons to develop one of the strongest teams in the 
history of the league. It was his input that brought 
key contributors such as Joe Dumars, John Salley 
and Dennis Rodman to the Detroit Pistons. 

Though an integral cog in the Piston’s system, he 
is not often in the Detroit area. His life is spent on the 
road, traveling around the country and, most recent- 
ly, the world scouting games and evaluating pro 
prospects. He is also actively involved in assisting 
with the Piston’s Rookie/Free Agent camp and pre- 
season training camp. 

Novak has seen the Pistons undergo a meta- 
morphosis since joining the organization in the 1979- 
80 season. The Pistons lost 66 games that year and 
were lacking in all areas. Since that time, Novak 
has had a hand in forming the Pistons nucleus of 


an 85 percent clip. 

One of the strongest high school teams ever 
assembled played for Robinson in the 1967 season. 
The five all later played in professional sports. 
Spencer Haywood and Ralph Simpson (both NBA 
and ABA), Glen Doughty and Paul Seals (pro foot- 
ball) and Marvin Lane (major league baseball) won 
the State Championship that year. 

Illinois State Athletic Director, Milt Weisbecker, 
gave Robinson his shot at the big-time and made him 
the first black coach in major college history. ISU 
teams recorded five consecutive winning seasons. 

The athletic field was not the only place where 
Robinson's influence was shown. He is just as proud 
of the good people he produced such as Ofield 
Dukes, a political advisor, the 25 Detroit police offi- 
cers who played for him and the college with PhD's 
attached to their names. 

Robinson’s induction into the Michigan Sports 
Hall of Fame marked the seventh such honor 
bestowed him. The other include: the Michigan High 
School Coaches Hall of Fame, The West Virginia 
State Hall of Fame, The Illinois State Hall of Fame, 
The Upper Ohio Valley Dapper Dan Hall of Fame, 
The Afro American Sports Hall of Fame and the 
Michigan High School Basketball Hall of Fame, 

Robinson, who makes his home in Detroit, has 
one son, William Jr., the Coordinator of Equal 
Opportunity Programs at the University of Michigan. 


[siah Thomas, Bill Laimbeer and Dumars and has 
been given the task of finding strong players that 
will fit into the Pistons team concept. 

Prior to joining the Pistons, Novak’s background 
included 31 years as a professional coach in the 
CBA. He began as a player/coach for Sunbury in 
1949. His teammates included Pistons GM Jack 
McCloskey and legendary coach Jack Ramsey. 
Novak also coached in Trenton, Wilkes-Barne, 
Scranton, Allentown and Lancaster. Before his CBA 
career, Novak coached for 18 years at the high school 
level at Springfield Township High School. His 
teams won a cumulative 85% of their games. 

Philadelphia born and educated, Novak graduated 
from West Philadelphia High School and the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania, He is part of the Penn 
pipeline to Detroit which includes Head Coach 
Chuck Daly, McCloskey and himself. Stan was the 
captain of the Penn basketball team and enjoys ten- 
nis with long time friend Jack McCloskey.

Over the last eight seasons, the Detroit Pistons 
have been one of the most successfully marketed 
franchises in the National Basketball Association. 
That has been proven by the current all-time high 
interest mark in the club, setting league attendance 
records and high television and merchandising sales 
marks for the Pistons and the NBA. One of the major 
factors behind the financial success the Detroit Pis- 
tons now enjoy, is Chief Executive Officer, Thomas 
S. Wilson. 

For the third straight year, the organization sold 
out every home game during the regular season and 
playoffs. The Pistons, as they begin the 1991-92 
season, have now sold out 151 straight games. 

Over the last 12 years with the Pistons, Wilson's 
duties and responsibilities have continued to increase 
dramatically. As the Pistons’ Chief Executive Offi- 
cer, Wilson oversees all the administrative, market- 
ing, broadcasting and promotional efforts of the orga- 
nization. 

Wilson's workload increased dramatically with 
the opening of The Palace of Auburn Hills in 1988. 
The home of the two time World Champions, the 
arena was designed largely around Wilson's input. 
Wilson tried to combine the best aspects from indi- 
vidual arenas, throughout the United States and 
Canada. He had been studying arenas for three years 
prior to construction of The Palace. The Pistons 
were able to customize the facility, providing the 


finest sightlines and comfort levels for basketball 
of any arena in the country. Wilson was responsible 
for staffing the arena and developing the philoso- 
phies that present The Palace’s events in the finest 
manner possible. He has developed a family-like 
atmosphere among the staff, giving patrons a feeling 
of being guests in someone’s home, rather than spec- 
tators in an arena. 

“The success of the Detroit Pistons has been very 
rewarding to the organization and to me personally, 
but the challenge of designing the finest facility ever 
built for basketball and other events has been the 
most exciting project | have ever been involved 
with,” says Wilson. 

To complicate matters further, in 199] Wilson 
was named president of The New Pine Knob. His 
duties with the Pine Knob project mirror those of 
the Pistons and The Palace: overseeing all adminis- 
trative, marketing, broadcasting and promotional 
efforts of the facility, 

The Pistons, under Wilson’s leadership, have led 
the league in attendance in four of the last seven 
years and set a league record of 61,983 fans for one 
game in 1988. The Pistons also set an all-time NBA 
record for attendance in 1987-88 becoming the first 
NBA franchise to attract one million fans during the 
regular season. The Pistons’ outstanding success in 
broadcasting is also headed by Wilson. When the 
Pistons moved both the television and radio broadcast 
in-house, he was responsible for overseeing all 
aspects. Over the last four seasons, the Pistons have 
set franchise records in television ratings. 

Wilson continues to be involved with broad- 
casting as he serves as color commentator for all 
Pistons’ games on Pro-Am Sports Systems (PASS). 
For the last six seasons, and again in 1990-91, Wil- 
son has teamed-up with Channel 4’s Fred McLeod 
in telecasting the games on cable.

The makings of the best backcourt in basket- 
ball began in the winter of 1985, after Detroit Pis- 
tons’ assistant general manager Will Robinson 
returned from a scouting trip in Louisiana. So excit- 
ed was Robinson that he immediately sought out 
Pistons’ captain Isiah Thomas. 

“T have found the one,” Robinson said proud- 
ly, “The Pistons’ backcourt will be set for the next 
10 years. I saw this guy who plays just like you.” 

“Yeah?” Thomas said. 

“Yeah,” Robinson replied. “You'll meet him, 
and you'll be wonderful together.” 


A few months later, with the 18th pick on the 
1985 college draft, the Pistons selected McNeese 
State’s Joe Dumars — and it’s been some kind of 
wonderful ever since. Dumars was MVP of the 
1989 Finals, which the Pistons won in four games 
over the Los Angeles Lakers; and Thomas was 
MVP of the 1990 NBA Finals, which the Pistons 
won in five games over the Portland Trailblazers. 

“I watched the way Isiah played on television,” 
Dumars once said, recalling his college days, “and 
a lot of times I looked at what he did, and I felt I 
thought the same way he did. I may not do it the 
same way, but I always felt like we thought the 
same way. And from day one 
when I walked in here, I said to 
myself: ‘Given the chance to 
play together, he and I would 
make a real good backcourt.”” 

To which Thomas said: “I 
saw immediately he had an 
understanding of winning bas- 
ketball. We had Vinnie Johnson 
and John Long, who were play- 
ing ahead of him, and he worked 
hard every day at practice. And, 
sure, at that time he was good 
enough to play — but he under- 
stood his role and didn’t try to 
buck the system.” 

After the Pistons’ second 
title, experts began comparing 
Thomas and Dumars to other 
great backcourts — to Bob 
Cousy and Bill Sharman of the 
Boston Celtics, to Oscar Robert- 
son and Jack Twyman of the 
Cincinnati Royals, to Walt Fra- 
zier and Earl Monroe of the New 
York Knicks, to Jerry West and 
Gail Goodrich of the Lakers, to 
Magic Johnson and Byron Scott 
of the Lakers. 

The Best-Ever Backcourt? 

A definitive answer could 
come this season, the Pistons’ 
first without Johnson since 1981.

Thomas and Dumars often 
took a backseat to Johnson, 
the Pistons’ hired gun. If 
Johnson heated up in a hurry 
— “The Microwave,” he was 
affectionately and accurately 
called — either Thomas or 
Dumars, or both, were 
reduced to supporting roles. 

That shouldn't happen this 
year, not with veteran Darrell 
Walker assuming Johnson’s 
role. The Pistons obtained 
Walker from the Washington 
Bullets a day after waiving 
Johnson. Walker is perfect for 
the Pistons in two regards — 
|) he has no interest in shoot- 
ing or scoring, and 2) at 6- 
foot-5, he can help Dumars 
defend the likes of Chicago's, 
Michael Jordan, Indiana’s 
Reggie Miller and Milwaukee's Dale Ellis. 

“Personally, I love the challenge,” Walker said. 

Walker is also enamored with the idea of play- 
ing with Thomas and Dumars. Three weeks before 
the opening of training camp, Walker moved into 
Thomas’ Bloomfield Hills’ home. The brief stay 
rekindled a friendship that began in the 1970s on the 
streets of Chicago. 

“Tsiah lived on the west side and I lived on the 
south side,” Walker said. “We played together in 
summer leagues and on all-star teams. He as so 
good, he was before his time. I just ran the court, 
and he got me the ball.” 

The roles are now switched. 

“On any night,” Walker said, “either Isiah or 
Joe could score 30 or 40 points, They are pretty 
good shooters coming off screens, and I’m familiar 
with where they like the ball and where they're 
comfortable shooting it from, That's why I got up 
here early, so | could work out with them, get famil- 
iar with them, And it’s been an easy adjustment.” 

So much so that when Walker is on the court, 
Thomas doesn’t figure to play point guard. 

“That would seem to be the logical 
thing to do,” Thomas said of shifting to 
shooting guard. “He and | are com- 


coaches are comfortable with it. Darrell 


Joe could SCOPE ig solid in every area. He’s solid on 
40 or 40 points,” offense and defense, plus he’s an 


exceptional passer and rebounder.” 
Said Dumars: “Darrell is a totally 
different player from Vinnie, but he could fit in very 
well. He’s smart, he’s been around and he’s played 
with scorers. So he knows how to distribute the ball 
and blend in.” 

And, “I'll be glad to let him guard Jordan and 
some of the tougher guys in the league,” Dumars 
added, smiling. “I honestly expect Darrell to take a 
big burden off me. It’s tough when you have to 


guard the toughest guy every night, from the begin- 
ning of the game to the end. And when they also 
count on you for scoring, it’s a tough load to carry.” 

Dumars’ job was made even tougher last sea- 
son with wrist injury to Thomas. For 10 weeks and 
34 games — the time it took Thomas to heal — 
Dumars was given the additional responsibility of 
running the team. It resulted in a career-best 20.4 
scoring average, but Dumars had nothing left for 
the playoffs. 

“At the end of the season,” Dumars said, “I was 
pretty much out on my feet.” 

Dumars maintained his scoring average in the 
playoffs, but his sorry physical state was reflected 
in shooting percentage. He dipped from .481 to 
.429, lowest in six playoff appearances. He suf- 
fered a painful toe injury during the regular sea- 
son, then was hobbled by assorted leg injuries 
throughout the playoffs. 

Thomas returned with a bang — 15 points, I 1 
assists and two steals in a 101-82 victory over the 
Minnesota Timberwolves on April 5 —but he 
wasn’t himself after that. He finished with a 16.2 
scoring average, lowest in 10 seasons. He shot .435 
from the field, lowest since his rookie season in 
1981-82. 

Thomas’ right wrist got progressively better, 
but then his left foot began to ache. That caused 
him to miss a pair of playoff games against the 
Boston Celtics, and resulted in a cast being applied 
shortly after the end of the season. Thomas glumly 
spent most of his summer vacation rehabilitating 
the foot. 

“T've always said that you have to be good and 
lucky,” Thomas said, “ and I’m definitely looking 
for some luck because last year I was hurt from 
training camp to the end of the season.” 

During the preseason, Thomas was inadvertently 
poked in the eye. Shortly thereafter, he underwent 
surgery to repair a torn tear duct. Then he pulled a

hamstring. Then he injured a knee. All the while, the 
pain in his right wrist increased. 

“] underwent surgery twice last year, on my eye 
and wrist,” he said. “I don’t want any more surg- 
eries. I think I had all I can handle last season. It was 
difficult. And I had a difficult summer. And because 
I was in rehab the whole summer, this is the first 
time I've gone to training camp not in peak shape.” 

“But I really feel good. I don’t hurt anywhere.” 

The same goes for Dumars. And neither expects 
1991-92 to be a grind. True, the Chicago Bulls 
should be as formidable as last year. 
True, the Central Division appears 
stronger, with the improvement of the 
Indiana Pacers and Cleveland Cavaliers. 
True, the Pistons will sorely miss the 
scoring and leadership of Johnson and 
center James Edwards, who was trad- 
ed to the Los Angeles Clippers. 

But, if this team plays as well as it is capable,” 
Thomas said, “I see it being as good as the team 
that won the second against Portland.” 

What the Pistons lack in depth and scoring. 
they’ll make up in quickness and tenacity. They 
added Orlando Woolridge and Brad Sellers, for- 
wards who can run with the Bulls’ Horace Grant 


and Scottie Pippen. John Salley will 
assume Edwards’ role, which leaves 
the Pistons with just one plodder 
center Bill Laimbeer. 

“Bill and I will take care of the 
boards,” Dennis Rodman said., “And 
everyone else is going to do a lot of 
running, a /of of running.” 

That should translate into more 
shots and points for Thomas and 
Dumars. Both are great at finishing 
off fast breaks, Thomas with passes 
and Dumars with strong moves to 
the basket. The Pistons may at times 
resemble Chuck Daly’s first team — 
which averaged 117 points in 1983- 
84 — but the emphasis remains on 
the half-court game. 

“It has to be a combination of 
both,” Thomas said. “There has to 
be a balance. It’s like football. To do 
well in that sport, you have to have a 
running game and a passing game. 
You can’t be all-out running or all- 
out passing. 

“We can’t get away from what 
we've been doing because at some 
J point in every game you have to play 
half-court basketball.” 

Dumars agreed, but added: “Hay- 
ing to walk the ball up the court and 
execute a play every time is a lot of 
stress. Mentally and physically, it’s 
tough to do that, Some teams would 
call five plays, but their next five bas- 
kets might come on fast breaks. With 
us, eight out of 10 plays would be called.” 

Barring injury, Thomas and Dumars should 
again be named to the All-Star team. And there 
remains the possibility that one might be named to 
the 1992 Olympic team. Two spots remain, and the 
feeling is that one will be filled by an NBA player 
— either Thomas or Portland’s Clyde Drexler. In 
September, 10 NBA players were selected. 

If it’s Thomas, Dumars won't squawk. 

And visa versa. 

“The first and foremost thing about the rela- 
tionship between Joe and me is respect,” Thomas 
said. “We respect each other. I like him and he likes 
me. | think we are both smart enough to realize that 
together we make a good tandem.”

A profile of Chuck Daly 


“Basketball is a simple game. 
The people are complicated.” 


Coaching an NBA 
team “is like 
dancing on the 
edge of a sword.”

The job requires 16 hour days, sleepless nights, 
irregular meals and the stark belief that no matter 
how bad things are at the moment, the right decision 
will immediately turn things around. Sounds like 
the job requirements of a CEO at a Fortune 500 
company. Guess again. The pay isn’t that good and 
there are no stock options. As a matter of fact, most 
of the employees will earn four to five times the 
salary of the boss. And feathering their collective 
egos is a akin to carrying a vial of nitroglycerin 
around in your pocket. saa 


That’s what it’s like to coach an NBA team, a 
job Chuck Daly of the Pistons equates with “danc- 
ing on the edge of a sword.” 

Daly has danced his way to the top of his pro- 
fession. His feet are bloodied and scarred. But he’s 
got a pair of championship rings and the accompa- 
nying feelings of pride, satisfaction and pure joy. 

So if you see a guy driving to work this winter 
with a wild, cheshire cat grin on his face, don’t 
panic. It’s just Daly remembering the good times. 

Oh what lovely memories! Back-to-back NBA 
championships in 1989 and °90, three straight East- 
ern Conference titles and three straight Central Divi- 
sion pennants. 

In fact, the Pistons were only a bad shot by Den-

nis Rodman and a questionable foul call on Bill 
Laimbeer away from winning the title in 1988. 

Entering his ninth season with the Pistons, Daly 
has a 419 7 247 regular season won/lost record, 
including eight straight winning seasons. 

Those kinds of accomplishments would make 
your average 61-year-old coach start thinking about 
spending the rest of his life on a golf course or, at 
least, accepting one of those cushy network television 
jobs. In fact, following the 1989-90 championship 
season, both NBC-Sports and TNT-Cable offered 
Daly lucrative contracts to be a commentator on 
NBA telecasts. He turned the jobs down, part- 
ly because he felt the Pistons had an outside 
shot at winning three straight titles (they 
didn’t), but mostly because he’s a coach and 
wasn't ready to hang up his clip board and 
whistle just yet. 

“It isn’t a matter of accomplishment,’ 
he told Bob Ryan of the Boston Globe 
recently, “It's a way of life. I’m a gamer. | 
see planes flying overhead and, if I’m not 
on them, I wonder why.” 

Ironically, Daly has never been named 
NBA Coach-of-the- Year. However, people 
have taken notice of his remarkable rapport 
with NBA players. This year he was select- 
ed head coach for the first group of NBA 
players to represent the United States at the 
1992 Summer Olympic Games in Barcelona, 
Spain, 

That will double his work load. He not only has 
anew group of players to blend into a comprehen- 
sive unit with the Pistons this season, but he'll be 
required to make appearances and juggle other com- 
mitments for the Olympic Games which dovetail 
into the NBA Finals next June. Daly should pur- 
chase a new sword and dancing shoes. 

Daly became a basketball junkie early on. He 
grew up in Kane, PA, a mountain hamlet nestled 
some 100 miles northwest of Pittsburgh in western 
Pennsylvania. He was born in Kane on July 20, 
1930 and grew up during the great depression. 

He learned to play basketball at the local YMCA 
and was a gangling 6-foot-2 forward on the Kane 
High School team. As a sophomore, he recalled 
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“Those storm 
clouds are just 
over the horizon.” 
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J 
telling his late mother, “I’m going to be a college 
coach and make $10,000 a year.” 

Daly has long since fulfilled that goal. He’s 
made six figure salaries in the NBA for several 
years and is comparatively well off financially. 
However, like many depression-era Americans, an 
abiding fear lurks in the back of his mind. It could 
all be taken away ina flash. That’s motivation 
enough to keep on working hard while the sun is 
bright in the sky. After all, those storm clouds are 
just over the horizon. 

Daly graduated from Bloomsburg (PA) State 
where he played basketball without benefit of a 
scholarship and later he earned a master’s degree 
from Penn State. 

Stuart Edwards, Daly’s old high school coach, 
recommended his former student for the head coach- 
ing job at Punxsutawny (PA) High School. Unfor- 
tunately, the town was noted more for Groundhog 
Day than its basketball program, 

But Daly learned something from every victory 
and loss. In between, he attended basketball clinics 
taught by the coaching legends of the day...Frank 
McGuire, Clair Bee, Pete Newell. 

“| taught English and speech, coached basketball 
and golf, ran the summer basketball program and 
worked at the local pool, all for $3,600,” recalled 
Daly years later. “I loved every moment. | loved 
the town and the people. I thought I was wealthy.” 

Always a natty dresser, Daly learned to appre- 
ciate clothes from his father, a salesman, and his 
first coach, Edwards. Both men, he recalled, were 
always well-dressed within the constraints of their 
respective budgets. 

Daly, who admits he bargain hunts, has gradual- 
ly accumulated an extensive wardrobe. When he first 
came to the Pistons, the players nicknamed him, 
“Daddy Rich,” because he dressed like a millionaire. 

“I’ve always enjoyed clothes,” says Daly, “I 
enjoyed them when | was coaching high school and 
didn’t have much. I don’t get an ego thing out of it. 
I just enjoy putting things together. And I work at 
shopping. I try not to pay full cost for anything.” 

Over the years, Daly has developed a coaching 


style that matches his flawless appearance; being 
in complete command of the situation and seldom 
flustered. He learned that from Edwards back in 
high school, 

“Even though there may be turmoil inside. he 
always looks relaxed,”’says Terry Daly, his wife. 
“He appears to be relaxed because he feels it rubs 
off on his players. It’s like a magnet. 

“He'll get mad and he’s firm. But he never gets 
on anyone in the public. If there is a problem, he 
takes care of it privately. Then it’s forgotten.” 

Daly likes to make practices fun. But he’s orga- 
nized and always has a plan. Listen to the players’ 
ideas but let them know what you need. 

Daly studied speech and psychology in college 
and both disciplines have helped him in his career, 
which has included stints as a television broad- 
caster, a popular local spokesman for commercials 
and as a speaker at clinics and banquets. 

As a coach, he’s learned from all of the men 
he’s worked with, including Vic Bubas at Duke 
University. where he was a college assistant, and 
Billy Cunningham, a former coach of the Philadel- 
phia 76ers, a man who has a marvelous insight for 
the program and its players. 

“The big key to Chuck is that he’s always 
searching, trying to find the perfect offensive set,” 
recalled Cunningham, now a part owner of the 
Miami Heat. “We'd go out to dinner and he'd grab 
a napkin and start diagraming a play.” 

Daly has always listened to what his players and 
assistant coaches had to say. And he’s never been 
afraid to steal ideas from another coach. Steve Mix, 
who played for the Sixers when Daly was an assis- 
tant coach, once offered this solution to a streak of 
poor games: “Run faster, jump higher, shoot 
straighter,” Daly often repeats the slogan, espe- 
cially when his team is fatigued. “Basketball is a 
simple game,” says Daly. “The people are compli- 
cated.” 

That phrase could be his philosophy of the game. 
He also has a theory he calls consequences of action. 
Go out in the cold without a coat and you'll catch 
cold, Stay up late and party and you'll be too tired 
to perform the next day. 

Over the years, Daly has applied these and other 
principles to his coaching style. He’s also learned a 
very important thing. He’s learned to coach talent. 
That sounds simplistic. But think about this idea. 
It's much tougher, for example, for a coach like 
Pat Riley to win with Magic Johnson and Kareem 
Abdul-Jabbar than it is to coach and win games 
here and there with much lesser players. 

It’s important to understand and get along with 
your players and, above all else, remember Bill 
Fitch’s KISS theory. “Keep it simple, stupid.” 

Get a good shot every time down the floor, play 
defense and box out. That’s Daly’s fundamental 
coaching plan. 

“Ifa team does those three things they'll win a 
lot of games,” he said. 

When he first coached back in Punxsutawny,

Daly was an admitted martinet. 

“To be honest, that’s one of the biggest things | 
had to overcome,” Daly said. “In high school I was 
very, very strict. [ thought I had to be a hard guy, | 
made kids wear towels around their waist in practice 
if they didn’t play well. They looked like dresses 
and meant they were sissies.” 

Daly taught school the same way. strictly by the 
book. But he watched his fellow teachers and 
learned from his mistakes. 

“There was another teacher who was laid back, 
told stories and appeared to have no control over his 
class,” recalled Daly. “We found out later he was 
the best teacher. The kids related to him and did the 
work, | think that opened my eyes quite a bit.” 

Still, Daly’s team was fashionable. His players 
wore blazers and color coordinated slacks. 

Daly still gets angry when his players play out of 
control. Occasionally, one of them will snarl and 
scream back at him, Usually, he graciously backs off 
a bil. 

“In any sport. pro sports in particular, every 
good coach has good talent,” Daly said, “The minute 
you forget that, you're in trouble. And I see no rea- 
son to have a conflict if you can avoid it.”* 

After leaving Bubas” staff at Duke in 1969, Daly 
coached briefly at Boston College and then moved 
on to the University of Pennsylvania, In six sea- 
sons, Daly’s teams won four Ivy League titles and 
three Big Five championships. He joined Cun- 
ningham’s staff with the Sixers in 1977. 

Daly turned down a chance to coach the Pistons 
in the early 1980s because he was content in 
Philadelphia. But he soon discovered NBA head 
coaching jobs don’t pop up that often, He jumped at 
his next chance. in the middle of the season, to 
coach the disoriented Cleveland Cavaliers. The 
team was in constant turmoil and Daly was fired 
after 93 days. 

Following a brief stint as a broadcaster with the 
Sixers, Detroit came calling again. This time, he 
accepted the job. He was hired on May 17, 1983, 
and told the assembled press corps: “If you want 


to win in this league, you've got to do it defen- 
sively. If one thing can be taught it’s defense.” 

Easier said than done. Daly didn’t have many 
solid defensive players and it took several drafts 
and trades to acquire the players who would make 
the Pistons’ defense famous by the mid-1980's. 

However, Daly constantly preached defense 
while following the hot hand theory on offense. 
Vinnie Johnson, a backup guard, was one of the 
most productive sixth man in the NBA, capable of 
enormous scoring bursts. 

“He lets you use your talent,” Johnson once said. 

Although the Pistons came within a poor shot 
and curious personal foul of winning the NBA title 
in 1988, things finally came together during the 
1988-89 season. With Rick Mahorn adding tough- 
ness, defense and intimidation to the leadership of 
Isiah Thomas and Laimbeer, the Pistons won a fran- 
chise record 63 games and swept the Los Angeles 
Lakers in the finals to win their first ever NBA 
championship. 

“For me, ina way, it’s a relief,” Daly said at the 
lime. “It’s a long, hard job. As a coach, you have to 
drive individuals who don’t necessarily want to be 
driven. 

“Defense is what won it for us. It was unfortu- 
nate that the Lakers lost some players (injuries to 
Byron Scott and Magic Johnson) but that’s a fact of 
life. This club deserved to win. We won all four 
series on the road.” 

The second championship was more difficult 
because every team in the league was primed to 
play Detroit. As Laimbeer so aptly put it in training 
camp: “You're just as hungry the second time 
around.” 

Mahorn was lost in the expansion draft and Daly 
experimented with John Salley at power forward. It 
didn’t work out. Finally, he put veteran James 
Edwards in the power slot and moved Rodman to 
the small forward in place of Mark Aguirre. The 
team began to win, piling up 25 victories in 26 
games in one stretch. 

The Pistons were extended to a grueling seven- 
game series against their perennial nemesis Chica- 
go eventually winning at The Palace in the deciding 
clincher. Then in the 1990 Finals, after splitting the 
first two games with the Trail Blazers, Detroit went 
on to sweep three games in Portland to wrap up the 
second title. Once again, the Pistons clinched the 
championship on the road. 

“IT sold them on never having to play a game 
you don’t have to play,” said Daly. “You want to 
Wrap il up as soon as possible.” 

It may be awhile before the Pistons win anoth- 
er championship. Then again, who knows? But the 
best team in the NBA began to age last season and 
unexpected injuries cut deep into the bench, which 
was drained from extra minutes. 

Whatever happens this season, be assured that 
Chuck Daly will put on his best suit, drink a cup 
of pregame tea and coach his tail off.
